ball, and a contact angle between the ball and each of the raceway surfaces of the outer 
and inner races. 

Group II, claim(s) 2, drawn to a four point contact ball bearing, wherein each of the balls 
are made of high-carbon chrome steel; and a cabonitrided layer having Vickers 
hardness Hv of 740 to 940 is formed on a surface of each of the balls. 



Group III, claim(s) 3, drawn to a four point contact ball bearing, wherein the balls are 
made of martensitic stainless steel; and a cabonitrided layer having Vickers hardness 
Hv of 1200 to 1500 is formed on a surface of each of the balls. 



Group IV, claim(s) 4 drawn to a four point contact ball bearing, wherein the balls are 
made of engineering ceramics; and a surface of each of the balls has Vickers hardness 
Hv ranging from 1300 to 2700. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I to IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claims 1 to 4 define 
the single general concept of a four point contact ball bearing having an inner member 
defining an inner race, an outer member defining an outer race, an a retainer for 
spacing a plurality of balls. However, the single general concept defined by claims 1 to 
4 is not considered inventive as it was well known in the art to provide a bearing with the 
claimed features.
